Status of the pending claims 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-13, 21, and 23-28 are allowed. 

2. Claim 22 remains rejected. See the final rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 07/18/05 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's arguments in the last two paragraphs on page 
9 and the top paragraph on page 4, it is submitted that the limitation that "p-type 
diffusion region 96 and p-type substrate 88 must both be a part of the second 
semiconductor region" is not recited by present claim 22. Further, it is submitted 
that region 96 corresponds to the second semiconductor region and is spaced apart 
from the buried region, region or substrate 88 is not part of the region 96. See fig. 
3 and associated text of Sutton.
